An Editor 
Reminisces

SCHOOL DAYS, BUTTONS AND BOWS 


"No more pencils, no more books, no more teacher's sassy 
looks." 

That was the chant on the tongues of school children back 
in the early part of this century when school closed for the 
Summer. 

Those were the days when girls had long hair, parted in the 
middle, and with braids either hanging down the back or neatly 
wrapped around the head. Big bow hair ribbons were also the 
style, as were high-necked and rather long dresses. To show 
the calf of the leg was immodest, unladylike, and deemed a 
sort of flirtation — and boys looked, even as they do today! 

Boys, too, had their particular and peculiar garb, wearing 
knee pants, blouses, long black stockings and round garters 
made of black elastic about an inch wide. Coats, or sweaters, 
and neck-ties were a must for the boys, and suspenders had to 
be worn under the blouse. No oxfords, or loafers for the lads 
in those days, the shoes were of the high variety, either 
buttoned or laced, with four hooks instead of eyelets on either 
side of the upper part of the laced shoe. Girls generally wore 
high buttoned shoes and black ribbed stockings—no nylons in 
those days. 

A class, characteristic of that era, is the one pictured 
herewith. It was the Sixth Grade in the Arch Street school in 
Perkasie, in the year 1907. William F. Weisel, a native of 
Weisel, Bucks County, Penna., was the teacher. Mr. Wiesel 
later became a physician and engaged in general practice in 
Quakertown for many years. Since his death a number of years 
ago his practice has been continued by his son, Dr. William 
F. Weisel, Jr.

Our Governor Scranton and 
Governor Romney, we feel, are potential vice presidential 
timber and would arise to the top spot only in the case of a 
convention deadlock. 

This leaves Senator Goldwater. Barry Goldwater has let his 
feelings be known on almost every subject. His basic philoso- 
phy centers around less Federal Government, less Federal 
spending and re-gaining our due respect in the world, some- 
thing we have not had in many years. 

Unfortunately, many uniformed persons look on the word 
conservative as a "mid-victorian fogey" with no forward 
looking ideas. Senator Goldwater is about as far from this 
picture as one can be. His policies reflect "government by the 
people" instead of "government constantly for the people, 
cradle to the grave." 

Our nation was founded on the principles of free enterprise, 
individual rights and freedom and minimum government 
regulation and interference. We have strayed far from this 
goal and are now slowly getting to the point where we were 
before the American Revolution, with the government con- 
trolling every move we make. 

Can Barry Win? It is up to the American people. Do they 
want more Federal Government intervention in their daily 
lives or do they want the USA to be the country our forefathers 
gave us — free, strong and self reliant. The GOP convention 
and the November election will tell the story.

A summer ride along the 
northern winding course of the 
Delaware River Road in Bucks 
County is one of the most scenic 
trips їп America. 

Traveling north on Route 32. 
The River Road, from the his- 
toric Washington Crossing Park 
through the villages of New 
Hope. Centre Bridge, Lumber- 
ville, Point Pleasant, Upper 
Black Eddy and Riegelsville, 
you pass through almost perpet- 
‘ual cool twilight, where moun- 
tain walls, the Palisades, reach 
a perpendicular height of nearly 
four hundred feet. In many 
places huge Sycamore trees 
overhang ihe roadway — and 
canal. 

Along these shady reaches 
came several of America's most 
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Delaware River and Canal 
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Above, we see the old water wheel, located along the canal above Point Pleasant. It is 
still standing today. (Below) The "Devil's Tea Table" on the New Jersey side of the Del- 
aware provides an interesting setting for a photo of the Bucks County countryside along 
the Delaware above Point Pleasant. (Panorama Photos by Alliger) 


famous people — President 
Grover Cleveland came here 
several times to fish near the 
"Narrows" before the turn of 
this century. Thomas Edison vis- 
ited in Riegelsville many times. 

In the summer of 1841, one 

of the country's greatest authors 
— Washington Irving, came to 
the Upper Delaware regions by 
canal boat and was so thrilled, 
he wrote his sister an interesting 
letter describing what he ob- 
served. 
"...romantic valleys — for up- 
wards of 90 miles I went 
through a constant succession of 
scenery that would have been 
famous had it existed in any 
part of Europe . . ." 

Of course the romancer of 
"Sleepy Hollow," who charmed 
the world with his writings did 
not come to the heart of Bucks 
County, but the scenery he saw 
was similar, although perhaps 
not as beautiful. 

The old Delaware River Ca- 
nal, completed in 1832, offers 
additional beauty, as it follows 
the river through lush pastures, 
wooded hills, quaint old locks, 
enchanting private gardens and 
near some pretentious river 
houses built during the nineteen- 
th century. 

The "Palisades," for a dis- 
tance of three miles along the 
river, is perhaps the most out- 
standing scenery along this road. 
A road leads to the top of these 
cliffs to a section called "Top 
Rock," a breath-taking precip- 
ice, overlooking the river and 
New Jersey for many miles. 

To add to the charm of this 
historic route, are the several 
old Inns that still are opened to 
the traveler, among these are 
the "Washington Crossing Inn" 
at Washington's Crossing; “Lo- 
gan Inn" at New Hope, “Black 
Bass" at Lumberville, and the 
"Indian Rock" at the Palisades. 

Perhaps a modern day Mark 
Twain will apply himself to the 
Delaware River and glamorize 
this stream, because without the 
deft touch of Twain the Missis- 
sippi would be just another riv- 
er. 

Since time began, Indians had 
lived here, and trotted what are 
parts of the present day River 
Road. 

Steamers plowed the river 
from Lumberville to Easton 
during the 1850's. Rafting on 
the Delaware lasted for more 
than a century. Floods periodi- 
cally swept these banks, pushing 
man back from its shores, but 
they came back, and rebuilt. 
Many of these houses standing 
along the Delaware today, are 
some of the finest to be seen in 
the county.

Announcement made by the Doylestown Borough 
school board that Doylestown's school tax for 1922-23 would 


remain at 12 mills, the only one opposing being the president 


of the board . . . Horace L. Smith Jr., of St. Petersburg, Fla., 
purchased one-half interest in the Doylestown Agricultural 
Works . . . Ex-Judge Harmon Yerkes who presided at the 


opening of "National Farm School 25 years before the 1922 
commencement, introduced the presiding officer at the 1922 
silver jubilee meeting the Hon. Edwin S. Stuart . . . Thirty 
cases were listed for trial at the June term of criminal court 
with Judge William C. Ryan presiding and William W. Davis, 
of Wrightstown, serving as grand jury foreman.

. Thirty-nine graduated from Doylestown High іп 1922, 
the largest class in the school's history and the baccalaurate 
sermon was preached by the Rev. William H. Boswell in St. 
Paul's Episcopal church. Ray Wodock's Doylestown baseball 
team shut out the Fox Motors of Philadelphia, 3 to 0, with 
Roy Blint pitching a three-hitter for the Wodockers . . . Other 
members of the D-Town team playing in that game for which 
I was the official scorer, were Kennedy, cf; Doyle, 2b; Gilham, 
c; Schaefer, 1b; Power, rf; McKeone 3b; Bradley, 2b; Gulick, 
rf. 


. DOYLESTOWN Fire Chief Daniel G. Fretz made a 
very special appeal for more marchers to participate in the 
county firemen's parade at New Hope — June 1922 — by 
announcing that “we'll furnish the pants, the tie and the hat to 
any man that'll parade. All they'll have to get is the shirt, shoes, 


and socks — the three S's. The parade was a success and 
there were 2,000 marchers with Doylestown well represented.

Four of that class met untimely deaths. Stanley Moyer was 
fatally injured as a lad when he was struck in the stomach by a 
baseball bat in the hands of a playmate. Flossie Weeks died of 
diphtheria shortly after the photo was taken, Ruth Fehr died 
in her teens and Harold Moyer succumbed to pneumonia in 
ап Army camp during World War 1. Most of those boys saw 
service with the armed forces in that "War to End War,” some 
being gassed or wounded in battles in France. 

What has become of all these folks and what have they done 
professionally and otherwise since the days of hair ribbons and 
high buttoned shoes? Wouldn't we like to know? Ten of the 
original group of thirty-nine graduated from Perkasie high 
school in 1913. Time, marriage, employment and other factors 
scattered those youths to far and varied places. Death, too, 
has since taken its toll, and there is no telling how many of the 
original group are now numbered in the class of Golden Agers. 

What a reunion that would be if it were possible to gather 
the remaining boys and girls of 1907 together in Perkasie 
before the Arch Street school and the rest of us pass into 
oblivion! 

For “Auld Lang Syne,” and for the edification of the 
younger generations, here are the names of those pictured 
youngsters of yesteryear:

Long before the present day word "CARE" was coined there 
were people in Quakertown who cared about less fortunate 
people elsewhere. And so it was back in 1901 that a group of 
girls set out to do something for others. 

The "North American," a Philadelphia daily newspaper, 
(now defunct) was the sponsor of “The North American's 
Poor Children’s Relief Fund,” to provide outings and other 
enjoyment for the city’s less fortunate youngsters. 

Children in Philadelphia and suburban areas held porch 
parties to raise money to contribute to the cause and the idea 
spread through the North Penn valley also. 

The “North American,” which had a sizeable circulation in 
this community, ran a feature page in its August 16th (1901) 
issue, including a picture of the Quakertown lassies, with the 
following account of the local affair: 


LITTLE GIRLS EARN $100 
FOR THE FUND 
Porch Party in Quakertown 
Aids the Thousands of 
Tenement Sufferers 
Tweve little girls gave a porch and lawn party at Broad and 
Main Streets, Quakertown, on August 9. They realized $100.31 
which they gladly sent to the “North American's Poor 
Children's Relief Fund. Tickets were sold at five cents for 
children and fifteen cents for adults. The former were enter- 
tained from 3 to 6 P. M., and the latter from 7 to 10 P. M. 
АП were treated to a glass of lemonade and a piece of cake. 
Ice cream was sold for ten cents a plate. A distinct novelty 
consisted of a pile of sand called *The Klondike." In this were 
buried many small articles and guests were charged five cents

Have you noticed the em- 
phasis that has been put on air 
polution during the past few 
weeks? There are announce- 
ments on the radio and articles 
in the paper about the duties 
of each and every citizen to 
help combat this serious prob- 
lem. With this in mind, I wish 
to pass along a tip that I heard 
and feel to be excellent. 

As you undoubtedly know, 
automobiles give off carbon 
monoxide fumes and these 
fumes are a big cause of air 
polution. Along the same lines, 
it is also known that green 
plants counteract this gas and 
tend purify the air. This is one 
reason that the air polution 
problem is not as critical in the 
rural areas as it is in the urban 
developments. 

Bearing this in mind, it fig- 
ures that if there are sufficient 
green plants to counteract all 
the carbon monoxide then one 
major cause will no longer be 
present. Therefore, it becomes 
the motorists responsibility to 
see that this situation comes 
about. 

There are several ways that 
this can be done. One being 
that the street commission 
could plant a grass strip be- 
tween lanes of traffic instead of 
the currently existing white 
lines which are usually faded 
anyway. Another is that traffic 
lights could be hung on trees 
instead of those barren metal 
poles. In addition, car owners 
could place planters full of 
flowers on car roofs, trunks, 
and bumpers. Not only would 
these suggestions solve the pol- 
ution problem but they would 
also serve to enhance the beau- 
ty of the landscape.
